If you want to participate in one 
of the greatest presidential elec- 
tion battles of all time, you had 


better register—now! } 


For in California, whether we 
are already registered or not, we 
have to sign our names again to 
the rolls before March 26, or we 
can’t vote in’ the May primaries, 
or in the general election in the 
autumn. 

There is a little story of what 
might be called “boondoggling” be- 
hind this circumstance. The new 
registration, which will cost tax- 
payers something like $500,000, is 
admitted to be not necessary at all. 
It is really merely a poll of party 
forces, by which democrats and 
republicans can learn early how 
they stack up throughout the state. 

At the last session of the legisla- 
ture a law was passed requiring 
this re-registration, and was later 
upheld in the courts. At Sacra- 
mento members of both parties 
voted for it. Republicans were of 
course anxious to discover a dwin- 
dling of the democratic majority, 
which they believe has occurred. 
Democrats, on the other’ hand, 
were said to have supported it in 
order to refute a charge that dem- 
ocratic registration rolls are “pad- 
ded.” 

At any rate, the registration will 
reveal party strength in sharp 
outline, since you have to specify 
your party when registering for 
the primaries. And, of course, you 
have to vote for all democrats or 
for all republicans. Not until the 
autumn election can you vote for 
anyone irrespective of party. 

But even though this is costing 
taxpayers $500,000, complaining 
about it now would be futile, since 
the law stands and we have to re- 
register. And so, as always, it is 
best to do it now, so that it won't 
slip our minds and leave us out in 
the cold when the excitement of 
the big election is upon us next 
autumn. 


Strangled by Politics— 

Politics has strangled another 
admirable undertaking in Califor- 
nia. A works relief project which 
was to have made a complete sur- 
vey of the state’s mineral resources 
has bogged down after only just 
getting started. 

It was to have provided valuable 
data as to the quantity, quality 
and location of precious and non- 
precious minerals — gold, _ silver, 
copper, lead, platinum, quicksilver, 
coal and all others. It was to have 
been an “ideal” relief project for 
California, since besides keeping 
unemployed at work it would have 
made possible new strides in the 
mining industry, permitted new 
mines to open, and provided per- 
manent work for many. 

Originally an appropriation of 
$13,000 was made for preliminary 
operations. Approved by the federal 
bureau of mines and the state min- 
ing board, the project was to have 
been awarded an additional $250,- 
000 for the main job. 

Explanations from state WPA of- 
fices as to why the project was 
stopped, have been vague. One rea- 
son put forward is that the work 
duplicates existing records. But all 
search for the information said to 
exist has been unavailing. 

Whether or not it is still 
sible to revive the undertaking is 
still a question. That depends upon 
how deeply it is immersed in po- 
litical meddling. But if it is human- 
ly possible, the project ought to be 
earried on. 

Development of mining is vitally 
important to California, and we 
ought not to let it fall victim to 
the penchant for playing politics 
with state relief works—playing 
politics, that is, with human suf- 
fering.

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WHO MAKES NATIONAL LAWS? 


We are now entering upon the fourth year of the 
present administration. As is customary, most of the 
partisan press is centering its comments for or against the 
so-called ‘‘New Deal’’ set-up solely on the acts of the ex- 
ecutive branch of the government, evidently having rea- 
sons of their own for wanting to create the impression 
that the chief executive at the white house is virtually the 
whole government. 

What no citizen should ever forget is that the Presi- 
dent of the United States has no law-making power, what- 
ever, except in a negative way. He may suggest and 
advise legislation, but congress must enact it. He may 
veto laws adopted by congress, but by a two-thirds vote 
such laws may still become laws over his veto. Hence, the 
real and the final power in regard to any and all legisla-

Green Regrets Supreme 
Court’s AAA Decision 


A. F. of L. Executive Council Will 
Consider Constitutional Amend- 
ment Enlarging Powers of Con- 
gress. 


Expressing his deep disappoint- 
ment with the decision of the Unit- 
ed States supreme court declaring 
the agricultural adjustment act un- 
constitutional, William Green, pres- 
ident of the American Federation 
of Labor, said the necessity for an 
amendment to the federal constitu- 
tion “seems to become more ap- 
parent,” adding: 

“We firmly believe that the Guf- 
fey coal stabilization act, and the 
social security, railroad retirement 
and Wagner labor disputes act will 
be held valid. We do not believe 
the decision in any way affects the 
validity of these measures. 

“The decision of the court, how- 
ever, brings to the attention of la- 
bor and the farmers the difficulty 
encountered under the constitution 
as interpreted by the court.” 

Mr. Green said that one of the 
major questions before the execu- 
tive council of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor when it meets in 
Miami, Florida, on January 15 will 
be the consideration of an amend- 
ment to the federal constitution 
enlarging the power of congress to 
certain types of legislation 
for the benefit of the masses. 

A number of resolutions urging 
amendments to the constitution 


tion of the Federation of Labor 
in Atlantic City, N. J. 

In its report to the convention 
on these proposals the resolutions 
committee said: 

“Some of the resolutions pro- 
posed that the supreme court be 
denied the power to declare uncon- 
stitutional any municipal, state or 
federal legislative enactment; oth- 
ers would enlarge the legislative 
powers of congress, either by en- 
larging the conception of interstate 


}commerce, or by specifically pro- 
| viding for congressional power to 
enact social legislation. The rec- 


ommendation is also made that the 
power to declare legislation un- 
constitutional can only be exercised 
by a two-thirds vote of the mem- 
bers of the United States supreme 
court.” 

The convention referred the res- 
olutions to the A. F. of L. execu- 
tive council with instructions to 
draft a suitable amendment cov- 
ering the subject matter of the 
resolutions and have it submitted 
to the congress of the United 
States.
